The government has proclaimed 
and is now bringing into full opera- 
tion Part One of the National Hous: 
ing Act. The other sections of the 
act became operative when the bill 
passed parliament and received royal 
assent, Part One of the act deals with 
low cost housing construction. It} 
provides for government loans aggre- 
gating 20 million dollars for the con- 
struction of inexpensive but well! 
built houses. In combination with 
lending companies (the government! 
advancing one dollar to every three! 
dollars advanced by these landing! 
companies) the government will lend} 
froom 70 to 90 per cent of the cost of | 
2,500 dollar houses and those costing | 
less, and from 70 to 80 per cent

This section of the National Hous-|} 
ing Act supersedes the Dominion | 
Housing Act of 1985. A great deal ot 
work is going on this summer under 
the low cost housing plan and inquir- | 
jes and applications are pouring into 
the deppartment.
